Joplin  Junior  College  Cains  Local  and  National  Recognition 
On  Twenty-First  Birthday  and  Expands  Entire  Study  Program 


If  colleges  were  people,  Joplin  Junior  could  certainly  say  that  in  its  twentydirst 
year,  it  “came  of  age*’'  in  many  different  areas. 

Obviously  the  school  came  of  age  locally  with  the  move  to  more  spacious  quar^ 
ters  at  Eighth  Street  and  Pearl  Avenue.  Although  the  operation  entailed  much  fren- 
zied  activity  on  the  part  of  students  and  faculty  alike,  the  instructors  managed  to 
present  a  fairly  calm  front  on  registration  day  as  they  faced  a  record  onslaught  of 
673  eager  students. 

Even  more  important,  perhaps,  the  school  also  came  of  age  nationally  when  the 
United  States  Office  of  Education  selected  it  as  one  of  the  top  12  junior  colleges  in 
the  country  to  observe  for  a  study  of  community  service.  The  research  team  sent  here 
for  five  weeks  greeted  Dean  Maurice  Litton  on  opening  day. 

For  the  first  time,  the  College  made  every  night  class  a  credit  course.  An  alh 
time  high  enrollment  of  356  resulted.  For  the  first  time  in  several  years,  Juco  will 
offer  a  summer  session  in  1959. 

As  for  several  years,  students  with  creditable  records  will  be  able  to  transfer 
to  other  institutions  of  higher  learning  because  Joplin  Junior  College  is  accredited  by 
the  American  Association  of  Junior  Colleges;  the  North  Central  Association  of  Cob 
leges  and  Secondary  Schools;  the  University  of  Missouri;  and  the  State  Department 
of  Education.

Students  ranking  high  scholastically  were  invited  to  join 
either  the  honorary  arts  and  science  society  or  the  honorary  busi¬ 
ness  society.  Phi  Theta  Kappa  had  an  all-time  high  of  42  mem 
bers  this  year.
